H. Kmmon Smith says: 

"1 want to write on what I know 
about dramatics in our fine school. 
I want, also, to speak of our poor 
facilities and uncolorful auditorium 
stage, and fixtures. 

‘Dramatic work, in almost all in¬ 
stitutions of learning, is subsidized 
Most schools have funds from which 
to draw for curtains, furniture, fix¬ 
tures, costumes, and royalty fees. At 
UTJC there is no such fund. A free, 
or very cheap, play must be ordered 
(and the day of obtaining a good play 
for nothing is past) After assign¬ 
ments, the cast labors, on the aver¬ 
age, for two hours per day for two 
or three weeks (in the case of the 
last short play presented) and the 
same time for four or five weeks In 
the case of three-act plays. 

"They must furnish their own cos¬ 
tumes. borrow furniture and fixtures 
from begrudging lenders, and hope to 
have enough paid admissions to ‘come 
out* on fees and expenditures. 

“This hope Is always disappointed, 
howe.er, because of the fact that the 
students unappreciatively go to 
dances or picture shovs Instead of 
at ending plays. Local visitors, also, 
shun outr auditorium because of the 
disgraceful curtain and fixtures 
Some faculty members habitually ab¬ 
sent themselves for reasons unknown 
to me. Therefore, there is now on the 
dramatic club a debt of approximate¬ 
ly $2000 

"Only for the sake of interest and 
emphasis on thus plight, I want to 
state, in contrast, that the student? 
pay an annual sum of approximately 
$3,000.00, in quarterly installments, 
for the athletics and physical educa¬ 
tion program, but less than ten cents 
are spent per capita for dramatics. 
The glee club and orchestra obtain 
the same recognition as althletics, 
supposedly because they serve as 
field representatives of our school. 
But how can they be considered more 
representative than dramatics? 

"Each of the three require a pe¬
